SENATE WITHOUT DEBATE 


AGREES TO MINOR aE 
IN TAX REDUCTION BILL 


Discussion of Siieeeahi Section Is Passed Over 
by Agreement—Mellon’s Capital Loss — 
Section Rejected. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—A 
proposal of Secretary Mellon de- 
signed to check capital-loss deduc- 
tions, was rejected by the Senate 
today without a record vote. 

Fewer than 20 Senators were on 
the floor when this and several! 
other amendments were acted upon 
without discussion. Consideration 


of the income tax schedule, the 
heart of the measure, was delayed 
by agreement among the leaders on 
both sides. : 

Secretary Mellon hikd estimated 
$30,000,000 would be gained an- 
nually by the Government through 
the capital loss provision, which 
was agreed to by the House. The 
Senate Finance Committee opposed 
it because it considered it unfair 
in its operation. 

Contributions to fraternal organ-| 
izations used exclusively for reli- 
gious, charitable, scientific, literary 
or educational purposes, were voted 
exemptions from taxation by the 
Senate, as suggested by the Finance 
Committee. 

The committee provision exempt- 
ing from the 10 per cent admsision 
tax all theater tickets selling for 
less than 60 cents was agreed to. 

Chairman Smoot made it clear. 
however, that reconsideration could 
be had for any of the amendments. 

The estate, gift. automobile, ra- 
dio, telephone and telegraph taxes 
were passed over for future discus- 
sion. Proposed taxes of 10 per cert 
on mah jongg sets and on machines 
operated by coins,-were agreed 
upon. r 

Without opposition the Senate 
agreed also to the committee 
amendment proposing to allow only 
articles selling for $25 or less ex- 
emption from the 5 per cent jew 
erly tax. The House had voted ex- 
emption for all articles selling fo~ 
less than $40. 

Exemption of produce and mer- 
chandise brokers from the $50 
brokers’ tax then was agreed t» 
and restoration of the full $10 o- 
billiard and pool tables.and bow!- 
ing alleys ws approved.

It is a phy- 
sical impossibility for the men 
on the rope to do themselves 
justice without some rest. With 
four ropes handled in the proper 
manner a gallery of 19.090 per- 
eons can be handled with ease.

USES FOR 
ORANGE JUICE

are this season. There are 
many small ones on the market, 
purchasable for a lower relative 
price than the large sizes. They 
are just as good for most house- 
hold purposes as bigger ones, and 
are more economical. Orange juice 
and oranges may be introduced into 
the menu in so many different ways 
that the family will not tire of 
them. For the children oranges 
are a Valuable food, supplying nec- 
essary vitamine in an acceptable 
form. 

Pure orange juice may be served 
in glasses for breakfast. Orange- 
ade, punch or any fruit beverage 
in which orange predominates, is 
suitable for lunch, at afternoon or 
evening gatherings, at card parties, 
dances or sociables. Give the chil- 
dren orangeade made from pure 
orange juice when they come in, 
hot and thirsty, from play. 

Use pure orange juice for mak- 
ing orange gelatin or any of the 
mixed fruit gelatins. A dainty way 
to send orange jelly to an invalid 
is to scoop out the contents of one 
orange, leaving the rind a basket 
shape, and to fill this with the jelly 
when ready to mold it. 

Orange tarts or other ways of 
serving sliced oranges in custard 
are good. Orange cake filling and 
icing is always delicious when made 
with the pure fruit juice. The 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture gives the following direc- 
tions for making an #encooked or- 
ange icing: 

Orange Icing. 

1 egg white, beaten stiff. 

Grated rind of one smal! orange, 

1 tablespoon orange juice. 

1% cups sugar. 

Pinch salt. 

% teaspoon lemon juice. 

1 tablespoon cold water. 

Add the water to the egg white 
and beat until stiff. Gradually ada 
nearly all the sugar, beating with 
ak spoon. Then add the grated or- 
ange rind, the orange and lemon 
juice and the remainder of the 
sugar and beat al! smooth. 


CORN-STARCH PUDDING. 


Dissolve two heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of corn starch in a half pint of 
cold milk. Put a pint and a half 
of milk into the double-boiler. 
When it is at the boiling point stir 
in the cold milk and dissolve corn 
starch. Stir the mixture until it is 
thickened, then add two teaspoon- 
fuls of vanilla and sugar to taste. 
Remove the mass from the fire and 
add two beaten egg yolks and a 
teaspoonful of butter. Turn the 
pudding into a dish to cool. Mean- 
time, beat the egg whites with a 
little powdered sugar very stiff and 
drop them by spoonfuls onto a 
lightly buttered baking dish. Cool 
them a bright brown in the oven. 
Spread the pudding with a layer of 
jam and cover the top with the 
meringue.

Solving the Problem of an Alluring Flower Garden for Summer Days 


even in cities, where potted 

plants get unwonted care and 
are companioned by new ones when 
their owners begin to feel the call 
of spring. Flower and seed cata- 
logues add fuel to the flame. Win- 
dow boxes become the subject of 
most careful consideration. 

The lay of the land and the 
amount of sunshine that we may 
count upon each day help settle 
the question of how much of our 
land is really available. Then it be- 
comes a process of elimination in 
our list to see what we can and 
what we cannot have. If you are 
going in for flowers entirely, select 
those suitable for picking; those 
that will stand the sun and perhaps 
a little neglect in keeping them wa- 
tered should you run off on week- 
end visits and leave them entirely 
to Mother Nature's care. 

Sweet peas are a joy if they are 
kept picked every day. In August 
their stems are apt to grow short 
and they do not seem to flower as 
large and as freely, so it is wise to 
have something at that time to take 
their place. 

Geraniums, of which there are 
several kinds, mignonette, helio- 
trope and one or more clumps of 
iris supply sweet flowers for cut- 
ting. Garden pinks, candytuft and 
phlox are all pickable. The habit 
of bush must be known before 
Planting, so that calculations for 
space can be made. If the garden 
is large this condition does not 
have to be as carefully studied. 

Succession of the blossoming 
plants should be known by the gar- 
dener so that we may enjoy con- 
tinuous blooming of flowers during 
the entire season. In elaborate gar- 
dens, where bulbs come first, then 
foliage and flowering plants follow, 
this is always taken care of, but 
in the small garden the problem is 
frequently overlooked. 

In planting a bed that runs along 
a walk or path, it is a good idea to 
plant the low-growing things “close 
to the edge, and so on, the highest 
in the back row. This makes an ef- 
fective appearance. If avscreen is 
needed, a row of dahlias can be 
planted back of the last row. They 
will make a green background all 
summer before they begin to blos- 
s0m. 

If there is room in the garden 
the herb bed is decorative as well 
es useful. In it sage, sweet mar- 
joram, sweet basil, fennel, caraway,

WHAT MOTHERS SHOULD KNOW

The other day a woman walked 
into a dentist's office with a child 
who had just recovered from 
smalipox. We are so unaccus- 
tomed to this disease that we hear 
oO? a case in the better walks of life 
with astonishment. I wish to call 
the attention of my readers to the 
fact that all the contagious dis- 
eases are very prevalent just now. 

Smallpox seeks its victims every- 
where, among high and low, young 
and old. Even wnborn children 
may bear the scar! - 

At what age should a child be 
vaccinated? A distinguished au- 
thority believes that the best time 
is just before the first dental pe- 
riod, when the infant is 4 or 5 
months old. If the'child is very 
frail it may have to be postponed 
until after the first teeth appear. 

Girl babies are vaccinated just 
below the knee on the outer side of 
the leg to avoid scarring the arm. 

In scarifying the skin, great care 
must be taken not to draw blood. 


G heve boo cases of smallpox 


After the virus is rubbed into the 
wound it is allowed to dry before 
being covered with antiseptic cot- 
ton-and collodion. It is usually five 
days before vaccination “takes,” 
On the eighth day the vesicle is 
fully developed; on the twelfth day 
a crust has formed, and between 
these days there may be some 
fever and loss of appetite. 

The crust, with all cotton ban- 
dages, protective shields, etc., must 
be burned immediately. If there 
is any doubt that inoculation has 
been successful, it should be re- 
peated.

HOSE who sentence tnem -

to the use of bran to supply some 
of the necessary but less refined 
functions that the highly special- 
ized foods fail to perform. The 
value of bran of course lies in ite 
laxative qualities. Its power to aid 
in the elimination of waste prod- 
ucts from the body is entirely due 
to the mechanical stimulus of the 
somewhat coarse cellulose mat«* 
rial, but is partly due to the action 
of one of its mineral salts, a com.- 
pound of phosphorus. 

Fortunately it is not necessary 
to use bran in an unpalatable form. 
A new bran cereal of the ready-t» 
eat type is one of the most del‘. 
cious yet prepared. A sprinkling 
of bran over the top of any cooked 
cereal relieves the soft, mushy co..- 
sistency of the food, gives a pleas 
ing contrast in color and offers 
something to chew on—a heauthfu! 
procedure for both teeth and gums 

Bran for this purpose is im 
proved if slightly browned with 
just a bit of butter and a sprinkling 
of the natural brown sugar. 

A little bran now and then will 
be relished by all members of the 
family if a few tablespoons are 
smuggied into all batters and 
doughs for whatsoever purpose in- 
tended. Quick breads, brown 
breads, doughnuts,, gingerbreads 
and cookies of various sorts take 
kindly to-a small amount of bran. 

Bran griddle cakes made witha 
cup each of bran and flour, a ta- 
blespoon each of butter and sugar. 
an egg and a cup of milk are a 
welcome change in the breakfast 
menu. 

No one will complain of the 
hardships of a directed diet if they 
can get hot or freshly toasted bran 
muffins, well buttered. The fortu- 
nate thing about a bran muffin is 
that if it is well made and moist it 
will last over several meals and is 
petter than ever at each toastinc. 
A favorite recipe for bran muffins 
is: 


Bran Muffins. 

One cup of bran, % 
wheat flour, 4 teaspoons 
powder, % teaspoon salt. \% 
soda, 2 ergs. 1-3 cup melted fat, 
% cup of molasses, % cup of sour 
milk. 

Sift the flour, baking powder 
and soda together, add the bran, 
the beaten egg. the milk and the 
molasses. Bake in a 
oven (350 deg. to 400 deg. F.) for 
about 30 minutes.

fish offer particularly favor- 
able conditions for the growth of

Bulletin 1374. “Care of Food in the 
Home.” which may be obtained by 
applying to the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
Cuts of meat from the market 
' should be unwrapped as soon as 
| delivered, any visible dirt wiped or 
scraped off, and the meat then 
placed in a clean, dry, covered dish 
in the refrigerator or cold store- 
room. Washing draws the juices 
from meats and hastens spoilage 
and should never be done until just 
before cooking. 

The edible organs, such as liver, 
sweetbreads and brains, spoil more 
easily than the ordinary cuts of 
meat and should be handled with 
particular care and used promptly.
